OTTAWA, Nov. 28.—-Order No, 78, 
issued by the Canada food board to- 
day, re-enacts regulations for licene- 
ing flour mills For spring wheat, 
quality No. 2 northern or better, for 
winter wheat, quality No. 2 or better, 
Ontario or Quebec standard or testing 
20 per cent or more per bushel, for

In manufacturing wheat of lower 
test, specified additional quantities of 
wheat are permitted. Of the by- 
products not more than five ponnd 
feeding flour should be scparated, rey | 
the rest must be sold as bran or ehorts.

A London dispatch states that 
he Allies will probably sink the 
urrendered German’ warships, 
ather than run the risk of falling 
into dispute over the division of 
hem, 

If the dispatch is founded on 
act it bears tribute to the anxiet 
of the Allies to preserve their sol- 
idarity, but does not testify to 
heir spirit of fairness toward each 
other. 

To suggest that nations which 
Ihave shed so much blood in com- 
non, and spent so much money 
Without thought of a strict ac- 

eounting, cannot trust themselves 
to divide the captured fleet is a 
eflection upon the Allies’ confid- 
ence in the mutual fairness of each 
other which it is to be hoped the 
mevents will not justify. 
@ If the end of the war is not to 
witness general disarmament it 
would be criminal waste to send 
iso many serviceable fighting ma- 
chines to the bottom of the sea. If 
it ends in disarmament it would be 
equally criminal to waste so much 
badly-needed steel. 


[No Proof of Trustworthiness. 


Germany has fulfilled the naval 
terms of the armistice, seemingly 
without quibbling; for the excel- 
lent reason that if it had not done 
so the Allies would have ended the 
agreement and fallen upon its re- 
treating army. 

But the fact that Germany ha 
turned over its fleet under com- 
pulsion is not evidence that Ger- 
many can be trusted to fulfill con- 
ditions of a permanent peace 
treaty when there is not an Allied 
army at hand to enforce fulfil- 
ment, 

Four years war has demonstrat- 
ed that the German fleet was only 
an aggravation to the Allies and a 
bill of expense to Germany. As an 
instrument with which to smash 
the Allied sea power its insuffic- 
iency was admitted by the fact 
that it was kept swinging at an- 
chor in the home ports while Al- 
lied warships patrolled the sea 
looking for it. 

In giving up its fleet Germany 
gives up, under compulsion, what 
was of no use to it. That may mean 
that Germany has abandoned the 
noticn thatits future lies upon the 
sea. It is not proof that Germany 
has changed from a power whose 
pledged word was only a ‘‘scrap of 

aper’’ to a country whose word 
is worth face value, 


Pious Assurance of 
Undying Loyalty 

The ‘‘Junker’s Gazette,’ of 
Winnipeg has the following para- 
graph of alleged editorial com- 


ment: 

At London the other day Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier “laid special emphasis" 
on the grievances of those who were 
called to the colors last spring by 
the cancellation of their exemptions. 
The support which Sir Wilfrid 
would have sent to France when the 
pressure of the spring offensive was 
being felt would, we take it, have 
assumed the form of pious assur- 
ances of undying loyalty.

tary Service Act had served the 
purpose for which it was intended.
